Two important pleces of down town busi- 
ness property changed hands to-day at 
prices that show an enhancement 
rather than a falling off in 
The two- story brick 
building, No. 420 South Sixth street, was sold 
to-day by the firmof Andrews & Balitinger 
for $15,000, from the Elaine Building.ana 
Loan Association to Bernard M. Proetz. 
The property has a frontage of 25 feet on 
Sixth street, by a depth of 127 feet 9 inches, 
Mr. Proetz conveyed to the Elaine Building 
and Loan Association in part payment 
for the Sixth street property, house 
No. 4412 Cote Brilliante avenue, ativo-story 
brick, arranged in flats, with lot 21x132 feet, 
for $4,000, and a two-story six-room resi- 
dence, on Exeter avenue in Shrewsbury 
Park, with 100x150 feet of ground for $5,000. 

Another important plece of down-town 
property that has changed hands is the 
fifty feet on the south side of Market street, 
between Sixthand Seventh streets, which was 
purchased by Col. Sam Simmons for $46,000 
abouta year ago. ‘ol.

DOWN TO WORK 


Conduit Commission Meets and 


Organizes. 


Chancellor Chaplin Has Been Selected 


for Chairman. 


MAYOR WALBRIDGE GIVES THE MEM- 
BERS SOME INSTRUCTIONS. 


He Will Not Take an Active Partin Their 
Work— Manager Durant, cf the Bell 
Compiny Talks About ths Bills Before 
the #¢ssembly and cfthe New Harrison 
International Company. 


In the organization of the Conduit Com.- 
mission, to-day at noon, Chancellor Chaplin 
of Washington University was elected Chair- 
man, and Miss Laura Von der Au, the 
\ ayor’s stenographer, was appointed Secre- 
tary. The meeting convened in 
the Mayor’s office at noon, the 
Mayor, Prof. Chaplin, President McMath 
and Councilman Arnstein being present. 
Delegate O’Brien, whols out of the city, sent 
in his excuse. The commission first received 
from the Mayor some instructions as to the 
work to be done, and then proceeded to go 
over the ground for itself, Mayor Walbridge 
apparently dropping out ofthe hunt. It was 
decided to endeavor to ascertain what 
wires there are in the city 
which can be placed under ground; 
what franchise provisions already exist for 
the burial of the wires, and what methods 
are in use in other citiesto get rid of over- 
head wires. The session was executive and 
consumed about three-quarters ofan hour. 
The commission adjourned fortwo weeks, 
unless sooner convened by the Chair. 

Mayor Walbridge stated thathe expected 
the committee to proceed without his active 
participation in its work, though he should 
give itallthe assistance in its power. He 
had fully advised the commission, he said, 
that the utmost it could do would be to make 
recommendations tothe Municipal Assembly; 
and that there was nothing to prevent the 
Assembly to pass any or all conduit bDiljls now 
before it, if it feels so disposed. 

The Mayor was asked whether the commis- 
sion would do any traveling for purposes of 
inspection. He answered that nothing of 
that kind haa been discussed, but if the com- 
mission decided to do any traveling. some 
means would be found of defraying its ex- 
penses. 

Chancellor Chaplin, however, said that if 


the duties of the members of the commission 
called for any journeys away from home, he 
would delegate his share to some one else. 


DURANT INTERVIEWED. 
General Manager Durant of the Bell Tele- 
phone Co, was asked what action his com- 
pany would take tn view of the rapid accum- 
ulation of private conduit bills on the calen- 
dars of the Municipal Assembly. 


**I don’t see any use in taking any action,’’ 
he said, ‘*nordolI see what advantage all 
these people gain by rushing in with their 
private bills at this time. I take 
it that all these measures will 
simply be hung up until the 
commission appointed by the Mayor shall 
have made its report. On the surface It looks 
as though the company that gets its private 
franchise through first would gain a great ada- 
vantage, but that is a fallacy. There Is 
plenty of room under ground for all. The 
best conduit commission that has been in ex- 
istence so far was that of Brooklyn, organ- 
ized under the same law as that authorizing 
the New York City Commission, and when 
the Brooklyncommission had gone Over ail 
the ground tt recommended that eachcom- 
pany be allowed to construct ifs own con- 
duits. It is all well enough to make exact 


plans of what is wanted Inthe way of acon- 


duit, but when you get down intothe grouna 
you have to modify those plans. If you en- 
counter water or gas plipesor sewers you 
have to get around them somehow, and no 
plans that can be drawn will meet all eases,.’’

‘*I shall probably attend some of the meet- 
ings,andlI presume the company will look 
afteritsinterests before the Municipal As- 
sembly, butI have noidea yet what action 
will be taken?’’

‘*‘Yes, and I think the city will ultimately 
see that that plan is best.’’ 

Mr. Durant was asked for an opinion 
about the Harrison Telephone Co,,the move- 
ments and plans of which were noted in yes- 
terday’s PosT-DISPATCH. He does not, ap- 
parently, look upon it asa formidable rival.

It has ad- 
vertised a capital stock of $50,000,000, but 
does not advertise that the stock is 
alls paid up. So far as I 
have been ableto see it is always ‘going to

The Western Union Lill is somewhat of a 
legislative curlosity.

It proposes to be subject to regulation of the 

City Engineer,’’ though there is no respon- 
sible official in st. Louls who bears that title. 

At present the bill expressly provides that 
the city shall receive no compensation for 
the franchise asked except the privilege of 
occupying the Western Union’s conduit with 
its fire and police telegraph wires; and it ex- 
empts the ownerof the conduit from taking 
the city’s electric light wires, 

rhe paragraph which it is claimed by Mr. 
Bohle has been misinterpreted provides that 

onand after the Ist day of July, 1895, it 
shall be unlawful for any telegraph company 
doing business in St. Louis to erect or main- 
tain any poles above ground within the 
district lying between Franklin avenue on 
the north, Clark avenue on the south, 
Twelfth street on the west and the rive: on the 
east, except for distributing purposes; and 
such distributing poles and the wires there- 
on shall be placed only with the consent of 
the City Eagineer, upon the application of 
the Western Union Telegraph Co.’’

Station at Sparta, Ill. 


The Night Operator on Duty Bound 
and Gagged. 


BLEW OPEN THE OFFICE SAFE,: BUT 
SECURED ONLY $28. 


When the Train for St. Louis Arrived at 
Eparta Operator Church Was Found 
in a Pile of Sacks Where He Had Lain 
Bound ani Gagged for Two Hours— 
Several Men Conceruosdin the Daring 


Crime. 


A robbery varying sOmewhat from the 
usual tactics practiced was committed at 
1:30 0’clock. this morning at Sparta, Ill.,a 
small village fifty-two miles from St, Louls 
on the Mobile & Ohio Rallroad. 

At the hour mentioned Night Operator 
Church in charge of the depot ut Sparta got 
permission from thetrain dispatcher to be re- 
lieved from duty for fifteen minutes. Whonthe 
permission was granted Mr. Church set- 
tled himselfin his arm chair to partake of 
hislunch. He had no sooner prepared his 
spread whena man, having every appear. 
ance of being a farmer, ¢came to fhe 
window and askedthe price of a ticket to 
St. Louls, stating that he wished to take 
passage on No. 6, As Mr. Church appeared 
at the window he was covered with a 
revolver of huge proportions by the 
man who hai asked to purchase 
a ticket, The desperado informed 
him in no uncertain words that 
ifhe did not obey orders there would bea 
vacancy inthe department. To further im- 
press upon Mr. Church’s mind that he was 
in earnest, he uttered a peculiar whistle, 
when five of his comrades appeared upon 
the scene, all armed and they 
had no hesitancy in displaying their artil 
lery, much to tha discomfort of the night 
operator, who had hoped to escape through 
areardg@or. Being confronted by six glisten- 
ing revulvers Mr. Church threw up both 
hands and proceeded to obey orders. 

THE MESSENGER BOUND AND G&aGCED. 

He was requestedto open the door tothe 
office at the point of a pistolin the hands 
of the leader, which he was not slow In doing. 
When the robbers gained admittance to the 
office, they bound and gagged Church and 
carried him back to the freight 
room, where he was thrown upon a 


pile of sacks. The robbers returned to the 
office and after drillinga holein the safe, 


blew it open. The safe was shattered and 
the window lights in the building blown out. 
After securing the money, $28, 
the robbers took their departure, 


leaving Church Dound @pd gagged in the 
freight-room. He remained in his helpless 
ery until 3:50 o’clock this morning, when 
No. 6arrived at Sparta. The conductor of 
the train being unable to get orders 
and not finding theoperator became suspi- 
clous and made an investigation, finding 
Church where he was placed by the bandits. 
He was at once released and after receiving 
orders for No. 6, wired the particulars to the 
general offices at Mobile andto the local 
offices in St, Loults. 
ONLY SECURED $28. 

General Superintendent McLaren of the 
M, &£0.,towhomthe particulars of the rob- 
bery were sent at St. Louls, can add 
but little to the facts already given. 
The telegram sent’to him from Sparta by 
Church conveyed the itgformation that he 
had been bound, robbed and gagged, and 
that the robbers succeeded in getting away 
with $28. Mr. McLaren has wired for further 
particulars, as Church stated in his tele-

Men and Women Found There Associa- 
ting Together. 


YOUNG MICHAEL BRESNAHAW WAS DIS- 
GUISED IN FEMALE ATTIRE. 


Maite a Bawitching Girl—Pretty Annie 
Snyder, Ons of the Prisoners Ar. 
rested, Tells the Story of Her Life—

@The den was discovered through an ar- 
rest made yesterday afternoon by Detective 
Allender. For some time past the retail 
mercrants on Franklin avenue and North 
Broadway have suffered in} con- 
sequence of petty thefts of arti- 
cles from in front of stores, 
and the police have beenon the lookout for 
the thieves. About2 p. m. yesterday, De- 
tective Allender arrested John Lehr and 
James Kennedy, two well-known thieves; 
at Twelfth street and Washington avenue. 
On being ‘‘sweated’’ at the Four Courts they 
gaveaway their stopping place, which was 
raided later in the afternoon. The 
place is in rear of 1002 North Thirteenth 
gtreet on the second floor, and consisted 
of three rooms, almost devoid of furniture 
and wery dirty.

He had never put on my clothes be- 
fore. In fact none of the boys ever came up 
tothe rooms until yesterday. They used to 
Stay down stairs. I did not know anything 
about them. When arrested 1 was down 
Stairs washing.’’ 

When she had finished and the re- 
porter arose to go she asked with 
an air of some concern, as to what the scribe 
thought would be done with her. 

**O, you will doubtless be sent to the House 
of the Good Shepherd,’’ said he. She 
made awry face at this, and then said:

THE WRECKED KEARSARGE. 


Owners cf ths City of Para Deoline to 
Send Her to the Roscue. 

PANAMA, Feb. 10.—Advices received from 
Colon last night state that great excitement 
prevails there in consequence of the delay in 
sending help to the crew of the wrecked 
United States corvette Kearsarge on Ronca- 
dore Reef. Lieut. Brainard says it was im- 
possible to procure a supply of fresh water 
from the wreck. One circumstance that 

laced it beyond the power of the men to get 
resh water or anything else from the 
stranded vessel was the loss of the small 
buats that were shattered and rendered use- 
less at the time they were employed to con- 
vey the sbip’s company from the wreck to 
the shore. 

The loss of the smali boats not only pre- 
cluded the possibility of reaching the wreck, 
but it makes the oficersand crew prisoners 
on a ledge of coral only seven feet above the 
levelofthesea. With the knowledge in his 
mind thata high wind would send the sea 
over the reef andthat the ship’s company 
could not even take to the open seain their 
splintered bdats, Lieut. Brainerd became 
frantic whe he found to his consterna- 
tion that be could not instant! — 
the use of the steamship City o ara at 
Colon, to proceed to the rescue. He 
was told by the agent of the Panama Ralil- 
road Co., when he wentto charter the City 
of Para that the request could not be com- 

lied with because the charter with the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Co. specified that the 
vessel should ply only between New York 
and Colon. It wasthen found necessary to 
submit the question to the officers of the 
company in New York, but no reply was re- 
ceived.

CONGRESSMAN HOUK’S DEATH, 


Though in Seeming Good Health, He Died 
Very Suddenly at Washington. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—Congressman 
George W. Houk,representing the Third Ohio 
District, died suddenly yesterday at 4:30 p. 
m., at 1627 Connecticut avenue, the residence 
ofa Mrs. Christman. He had been walking 
the floor and eating an apple, had reached 
the front window and was looking out on the 
street, when suddenly he sank upona settee 


and thence slid to the floor. The physicians 
were unable to restore him, though they 
were promptly called. Judge Houk had de- 
voted himself during the day to the dispatch 
of his legislative duties, and had seemed to 
be in perfect health. 

Judge Houk was a Pennsylvanian, but has 
passed the greater part of his life in Dayton, 
O. He began the practice of the law in 1842, 
served In the State Legislature in 1832-53, and 
sat in the Democratic Conventions in 
Charleston and Baltimore in 1860, and was a 
supporter of Stephen A. Douglas for the 
Presidency. He was a delegate to the Na- 
tional Democratic Convention in 1884, and tn 
1888 was one of the district electors on the 
national ticket. In 1888 he was defeated for 
Congress for the Third Onio District, but was 
elected to the Fifty-second and Fifty-third 
Congresses as a Democrat. 

The deceased was 69 years old. His family 
consists of the widow and two daughters. 

Speaker Crisp was notified of Judge Houk’s 
death, and arrangements for the funeral 
begun. 

THE HOUSE ADJOURNS. 

WAS'NINGTON, Feb. 10.—To-day .was set 
aside by special order for eulogies upon the 
life and character of the late Representative 
O’Nejll of Pennsylvania and the late Senator 


Stanford of California, but on account of the 
death of Representative Houk of. Ohio that 
order was vacated and the House adjourned 
out of respect to the memory of jthe dead 
Ohio Representative. Inhis prayer at the 
openingofthe session Chaplain Bagby re- 
terred ieelingly to Judge Houk’s death.

A Very Serious Situation May Confront 
the Treasury Department. 


TESTIMONY OF THE SECRETARY BEFORE 
THE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE, 


OO. oe 


He Sets Forth What He Conceives to Be 
the Proper Line of Official Cuty in 
Relation to Coinage of the Seigniocr- 
ege and the Use cf Funds Raised by 


the Sale of Bords. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.~—Secretary Carlisle’s 
exact views and policy on fnanctal ques- 
tions, including silver seignorage, bonds and 
finance in general, are set forth and ampli- 
fled in ah important document which reached 
the House Committee on Judiciary to-day. It 
isthe stenographic report of Mr. Carlisle’s 
secret hearing before the committee some 
time since, 

The testimony of this secret hearing shows 
that concerning the coinage of silver selgn- 
lorage that Representative Oakes askod: 
‘*I want toask youlif there Is any objection 
tothe proposition about coining the seigior- 
age and issuing certificates against that?’’ 

secretary Carlisie: ‘‘Well, the effect of 
that would be that the Secretary of the 
Treasury would issue silver certificates 
calling for dollars. I suppose when 
there were no dollars behind tnem 
and if they came in for redemption, as they 
might, the Secretary of the Treasury would 
be compelled, I suppose, to use gold or what- 
ever else he had to redeem them,’’ 

Mr. Boatner: ‘*‘Could you not coin the sil- 
ver and use that?’’ 

Secretary Carlisle: ‘‘Yes, in about two 
years; it would take about that time.’’ 

Mr. W. A. Stone (Pa.): ‘‘Have you not 
got enough silver to redeem it?’’ 

Secretary Carlisle: ‘‘No, sir; certificates 
are outstanding against what we have, ex- 
cept about $5,000,000 or $6.000,000.’’ 

Mr. Stone: ‘‘What would be the objection 
to issuing certificates cn account of the 
seigniorage?’’ 

Secretary Carlisle: ‘‘I was going to state 
that if we should Issuecertificates witb noth- 
ing behind them but ballion,I think thgy 
would be greatly discredited in the public 
mind.’’ 

Mr. Stone: ‘‘And inorderto keep up the 
credit you would have to redeem them in 
golda?’’ 

Secretary Carlisie: ‘*‘They would have to 
be redeemed in something.’’ 

Mr. Stone: ‘‘If you redeemed it in silver it 
would be discredited and you would have to 
redeem !t-in gold.’’ 

Secretary Cariisie: *‘*They would call for 
silver dollars, and there are no sliver dollars 
to redeem them,’’ 

In answer toa question as to how fast the 
coinage of the selgniorage could be pushed 
Mr. Carlisle said: ‘‘If all other coinage was 
suspended atthe mints I estimate tnat we 
could coin about 4,000,000 silver dollars per 
month, or $48,000,000 a year.’’ 

The bond question was treated very elab- 
orately by Mr. Cariisle. His purpose as to 


using the proceeds of the sale of bonds Is 
sharply set forth in the following colloquy: 

Mr. Stone: ‘‘l understand your purpose Is 
simply to sell Dbondsto redeem United States 
notes and Treasury notes, and the surplus 
to replenish the reserve fund?’’ 

Secretary Carlisle: ‘‘that is my purpose, 
but l wanttosay to you gentlemen that the 
Secretary of-the Treasury may be confronted 
hereafter with a very serious question, as to 
what he willdoin the event Congress falis 
or refuses to make provisions to sup- 
ply the defictency. Suppose, for 
instance, Congress passes a law, which 
it does every session, making appropriations 
for’some particular purpose—the payment of 
pensions for lllustration—and makes it the 
duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to pay 
themout ofany money in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, which is the lan- 
guage of all your appropriation laws,and the 
Secretury of the Interior makes a 
requisition upon the Treasury Depart- 
ment “for money to pay pensions. 
The Secretary of the Treasury finds 
no money in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated except the money that has been 
realized fromthe sale of bonds. He will be 
confronted withthe question where he will 
stop the payment of pensions, whether Le 
will stopthe payments upon public bulld- 
ings, Whether he will stop payment for work 
upon rivers and harbors, whether he will 
withhold salaries or use the money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated.’’ 

Mr. Boatner: **‘Would you consider it im- 
proper to give your opinion as tothe duty of 
the Secretary of the Treasury?’’ 

Secretary Carlisle: ‘‘I wiil give it very 
plainly. I believe it is my duty to pay pen- 
sions ana all other puoplic Oy ee and 
unless Congress stops me I shalidoso. While 
Istay there I shallendeavorto maintain the 
credit ofthe Government by paying its obll- 
gation ’’ 

Mr. Boatner: ‘‘Out of the proceeds of the 
bonds which you now propose to geli?’’ 

Secretary Carlisle: *‘I would not use the 
ere of bonds if it were possible to avoid 

, but I would not letthe obligations of the 
Government go to protest, and fallto pay 
the appropriations made by Congress for 
legitimate prlgte- and tor carrying on the 
expenses of the Government as long as there 
is a Gollar in the lreasury.’’ 

Mr. Carlisle further stated his reluctance 
in resorting to bonds. Asto the kindof a 
bond which Mr. Carlisle thinks “Oongress 
should authorize there was the following 
colloquy: 

Mr. Boatner: ‘'The planthat you suggest 
to remedy this trouble would be for the Sec- 
retary toissue bonds for a specific purpose; 
is that the point?’’ 

Sosretee? Cariisie ‘*Ithink a short time 
bond should be authorized bearing a low rate 
of interest, to be issued in small denomina- 
toins which, 1 think, would be taken largely 
by the people who have money in savings 
banks, and the Secretary could sell them or 
use the proceeds in payment of expenditures 
and redeem them out of tne further rev- 
enues. That was my recommendation on 
the subject, simply because I saw it was im- 
possible for Congress to provide by taxation 
any revenue which could be collected in time 
for this fiscal year.’?

PaRIS, Feb. 10.—The French Government 
has received a dispatcn sayingthat a cyclone 
swept over the town and harbor of Diego 
Suariz, inthe northern extremity of Mada- 
gascaron Feb. 5, doing immense damage.

WILL BE BITTERLY CONTESTED. 


Exceptions Filled to the Report of the 
Commission -Appointed to Fix a 


Under the Ordinance—Chouteau Mat- 
fitt Interviewed. 


The Forest Park, Laclede & Fourth Street 
Railway ©o., which is one of the 
lines of the Missouri railroad system, 
got well under way to-day the erection of its 
poles along Olive streetfrom Thirteenth 
to Fourth streets. The ordinance under 
which this proposed change of route, 
is to be made was approved March 4, 1893, 
when the line was also empowered to change 
its motor power to electricity. The section 
authorizing the change of route from Thir- 
teenth and Market streets, reads as follows: 
THE ORDINANCE GRANTING AUTHORITY. 

The Forest Park, Laclede & Fourth Street Rail- 
way Co.. its sucecessorsand assigns are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to construct, operate and 
maintain a line of railway as follows: Beginningiat 
the intersection of Market and Thirteenth streets, 
and connecting with the track of the Mis- 
souri Raliroad Co. at Thirteenth 
and Market streets; thence with a single track north 
over and along Thirteenth street toand connecting 
with the south track of the Missouri Kailroad Co. on 
Olive street; thence east over and alenug the south 
track ef the Missouri Railroad Co. on 
Olive street its eastern terminus on 
Olive street, or near the west line 
of Fourth street, thence eastwardiy witha single 
track over and along Ulive street fromand connect- 
ing with said Missouri Railroad Co.'s tracks to the 
west track ofthe People's Railway Co., on Feurth 
street, thenee southwardly over end aleng said 
west track of the People’s Railway Co. on 
Fourth street te Chestnut street; thence westwardly 
over and aleng Chestnut street and across the tracks 
of the 8t. Louis Railroad Co. to and connecting with 
the tracks of the Missourl Railroad Uo. at Sixth 
street. 

The cars then runover the same route to 
Forest Park, as at present. 

There isthen a provisioninthe same sec- 
tion that in the event the company 
is unable to agree with 
the People’s Railway Company 


as totheterms of the use of its tracks from 
Olive te Chestnut street, then it may use in 
lieu thereof the following route: East- 
wardly from Fourth and Olive streets 
along Olive street to Third = street, 
thence south along Third to Chestnut street 
and west on Chestnut streetto Sixth street 
tothe Missouri! company’s tracks. 

The commissioners appointed to condenin 
the right of way over the People’s line on 
Fourth street were: John D. Stevenson, 
Horatio D. Wood and John W. Turner, and 
their report was filed inthe City Register’s 
office on Jan. 6 last. 

It recommends that the Forest Park, La- 
clede and Fourth Street Railway shall pay 
the People’s Railway Co. for the use 
of its tracks on Fourth street between 
Olive and Chestnut the sum of $415.90 annu- 
ally. in equal semi-annual installments of 
$207.95 in advance. It also provides 
for the employment of a  switchman 
by the Forest Park and Laclede company at 
the point where the latter cars leave the 
tracks of the People’s iine at Fourth and 
Chestnut streets. 


BILL OF EXCEPTIONS, 
A bill of exceptions to the Commissioner’s 
report was filed in Judge Valilant’s court by 
the People’s Railway Co, on Jan: 23, It cites 
that the amount assessed against the Forest 


Park, Laclede Avenue and Fourth Street Rail- 
for the use of the Fourth street 
is entirely inadequate; that 
Commissioners erred In their 
estimates in regard to the cost of the conduit 
roadway, repairsand replacements; that no 
allowance had been made for delays caused 
by additional cars on that section of the road 
and that noallowance was made for the loss 
of passenger traffic thereby. 

The bill further holds that the Mayor had 
no power to appoint the commissioners; that 
they had therefore no authority to act, and 
that their finding is inno way binding upon 
the People’s Railway Co. . 


THEY WILL FIGHT. 

Chouteau Maffitt, President of the Forest 
Park, Laclede Avenue & Fourth Street Line, 
stated this morning that the company would, 
of course, fight the case in the courts. 


**We have the alternative,’’ he said, ‘‘of 
going on down Olive street to Third and 
crossing to Chestnut street by this route, but 
we do not wishto dothis owingto the nar- 
rowness of .Olive street between Third and 
Fourth.*I do not know whether this pro- 
ceeding will ect as a stay or 
not. We have already begun work 
in the erection of poles, and if we are al- 
lowed to continue without hindrance the 
new order; of things will be ready forthe 
publie in six weeks. If we are not there is no 
telling when the work will be finished, f¢r I 
have no doubt thatthe case will be carried 
to the court of last resort. 

‘*A similar bill of exceptions was filed 
by this road fagainst the Grand 
avenue road, which was | rhe 
the right to use the People’s Railway 
tracks out westand I believe Judge Klein 
now has it under advisement. If he decides 
in favor of the Grand avenue road we will 
consiaer that we are all right in our de- 
mands. 

‘*This change which we propose making 
will only affect whatis Knownas the ‘red 
line,’ which runsup Laclede avenue. We 
found that the people living along this street 
were desirous of landing down town near 
the vicinity of Olive street, and we accord- 
ingly made this arrangement. When it is 
completed passengers may either get off at 
Olive street or go over to Fourth and Market, 
which Is practicaliy our present terminus, ’’

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MEAT DIET IN SAXONY. 


The Poorer Classes Said to Subsist 
Largely on Dog Flesh. 
WASHINGTON, D.C., Feb. 1h—Jas, Smith, 
commercial agent at Mayenee, :has sent to 
the State Department the following interest- 
ing statement of the meat diet of the lower 

classes in Saxony: 

‘*With regard to the diet, of the poorer 
classes of Saxony, it is notewerthy that ace 
cording to offictal publications now at hand, 
4,277 horses were slaughteredin Saxony last 
year, that is 352 more than in 1891. Of dogs, 
according to official statements, there were 
422 butchered. ‘his, however, apparentiy 
means only the namberof those killed in 
slaughter-houses, for the number of dogs 
actually slaughtered must be considerably 
larger, when thereis such a comparatively 
large consumption of dog flesh by the poorer 
classes of the people. Even cat fleshis not 
disdained by many persons, ana badgers,’ 
foxes, sparrows and crows ara eaten.

A prominent merchant asks the Post- 
DISPATCH to expound the cry of **Cuckoo! 
cuckoo!’’ with which some polite Repub- 
licans saluted Chairman Wilson when he 
appeared as their invited guest ata New 
York banquet. 

This cry was borrowed from’ Democrats 
in Congress and had reference, notto the 
European cuckoo’s disreputable habit of 
laying its eggs in other,birds’ nests, but 
to the action of the little wooden bird 
which appears at the opening window in 
a Swiss clock and cries ‘‘Cuckool’’ every 
time the clock strikes.

A dispatch from Nashville, Tenn., con- 
veys the joyful tidings that ex-Senator 
Ingalls has experienced a change of heart 
under the ministration of the Rev.—or, 
rather, the Irrev.—Sam Jones.

By confession, ex-Senator Ingalls has 
been an awful sinner. Sor years he trod 
dark and devious paths without either the 
light of the Gospel or the guidance of the 
moral law.

He was in 
the darkest region of politics; that is to 
say, he was in Kansas politics.

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THEY MUST ECONOMIZE. 


The difficulties in which so many rail- 
ways are now involved make a reduction 
of obligations imperatively necessary. 
Like all other businesses in hard times the 
railroads must watch the pennies and 
closely scrutinize every item of expense. 
Wages are reduced to a minimum, sup- 
plies are cut off,and the roads operated 
for the least cost consistent with that de- 
gree of safety which the traveling public 
will accept. 

An economical policy is right and praise- 
worthy, but employes have good reason to 
complain if the debt due them is reduced 
in order to provide the better for one for 
which an equivalent was not received, 
And this is the exact situation on every one 
of the bankrupt roads. They are all cap- 
italized for miuch more than the actual 
investment, the excess being a puré fat 
debt created without .regard to right or 
justice, but only to draw unearned in- 
comes and swell the wealth of the manipu-

If justice were done the courts would be 
more solicitous that the employes be paid 
afair wage fortheir actual service than 
that the flat debt holder be cared for. But 
the law is explicit and demands that such 
debts be paid to the uttermost farthing, 
no matter what happens to investors of 
brain, boneand muscle. For this wrong 
the people themselves are responsible, 
they having themselves made the corpor- 
ation laws under whicly such transactions 
are possible. They have enabled the spec- 
ulatorsand adventurers to establish un- 
earned claims uponthe resources of the 
country and have only themselves to blame 
for the consequences.

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THE OTHER SIDE. 

Harper’s Weekly falls into a spasm of 
righteous indignation over the rejection of 
Hornblower and the uncertainty of 
the Peckham nomination. It accuses 
the Senate of attempting by the 
application of the courtesy rule 
to dictate nominations. ‘‘According to 
their self-made rule,’’ it remarks, ‘‘Sena- 
tors claim not only the power to advise and 
consent after the nomination is made but 
to control the nomination too. This is a 
clear usurpation by Senators of the consti- 
tutional powers of the Executive.’’ 

The constitutional right of the Senate to 
reject nominations cannot be questioned 
There is no limit to it 

the exercise of it in 
specific cases may be criticised as 
unjustifled or prompted by improper 
motives yet the conclusion of Harper’s 
Weekly does not by any means follow if 
twenty, instead of one nomination, had 
been rejected. The President would still 
be free in his choice of succeeding nomi- 
nations. : 

Senator Hillis undoubtedly abusing the 
privilege of senaterial courtesy when he 
uses it to gain purely personal and vindic- 
tive aims. The Senate degrades its high 
office when it knowingly permits him orany 
other Senator to make it the tool of such 
purposes. But the power of rejection is 
far less liable to dangerous abuse than too 
ready acquiescence of the Senate in the 
President’s will. 

Senatorial resistance to presidential nom- 
inations may embarrass the public service, 
but on the other hand submissive acqu- 
escence may stock the highest offices in 
the gift of the President with corrupt or 
inefficient officers. 

Let Harper’s Weekly and its clientele of 
eminently respectable citizens contem- 
plate the other side of the question. Has 
Mr. Cleveland been immaculate in his use 
of the appointive power? Has his choice 
of nominees for the Supreme Bench 
been guided wholly by regard for the 
public welfare?

A Lares Proportion of the Product Sent 
to Market—State Averages. 
WASHINGTON, D. C,., Feb. 10.—The returns 
to the Departmentof Agriculture for the 
month of February, which relates to cotton, 
give the estimates of the product compared 
with last year, the proportion sent to mar- 
ket, damage by insects, average date on 
which picking was closed, etc. The follow- 
ing are the State averages in the compara- 
tivecrop: Virginia, 94; North Oarolina, 4; 
South Carolina, 82: Georgia, 93; Florida, 106; 
Alabama, 96; MissisSippi, 104; Louisiana, 90; 
Arkansas, 84; Tennessee, 84; Missouri, 80. 
The proportion of the crop which has been 
sent from the. plantations and is therefore 
inthe hands of others than producers, as 
shuwn by correspondents, is 92.2 per cent, 
leaving 7.8 per cent of the crop still ua- 
marketed. Correspondents of the depart- 
ment assign as a cause for the unusually 
large proportion marketed that the pro- 
ducers, owing to the stringency of the times, 
have been compelied to part with their hola- 
ings to pay debts and meet necessary ex- 
eee. ercentage by States is as follows: 
irginia, 85; North Carolina, 88; South Caro- 
lina, 89; Georgia, 92.7; Florida, 91; Alabama, 
93; Mississippi, 92.4; Louisiana, 94; Texas, 92; 
Arkansas, 94; Tennessee, 92; Missouri, 92. 
Losses from insects have been small

Verdict in the McWhirter Insurance 
Euit Aagainst the Connecticut Mutual. 


SAN Francisco, Cal., Feb. 10.—The jury in 
the case of Mrs, Louis B, McWhirter against 
the Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance Co. 
last night brought in a verdictawarding Mrs. 
McWhirter $15,900, the amount of life insur- 
ance held by her husband. 

A year ago last August McWhirter, a prom- 
inent lawyer of Fresno, it was represented, 


was called to his backyard at 3 o’clock in the 
morning and shot and killed. Ile held poll- 
Clesin four companies aggregating $60,000. 
Allthe companies except the Conrnecticnt 
Mutual Life paid their share. The latter 
Claimed that McWhirter committed suicide 
and refused to pay. 

The death of McWhirter created a great 
Sensation all over California. He was a 
prominent Democrat and was engaged in a 
very bitter local political fight at the time of 
hisdeath. It was asserted by McWhirter’s 
friends thet he had been murdered because 
of politics, and the hitter feeling between the 
two factions or the Democratic party in 
Fresno was intensified. 

Some time after McWhirter’s death Richard 
Heath, asonof Gen. Heath, one of the best 
known men in the state, was arrested, 
charged with the murder. The evidence 
against him was purely circumstantial anda 
after a trial lasting many weeks and provok.- 
ing numberless feuds, the jury disagreed ana 
Heath was released on $75,000 bail, His sec- 
ond trial is set for Feb. 14, but the case will 
probably be delayed, owing to an appeal to 
the Supreme Court for a change of venue. 

Meath was vitally interested inthe out- 
come of the suit against the insurance com- 
pany, as his defense was that McWhirter 
com mitted suicide.. Some testimony used in 
the Heath trial was used in the sult against 
the insurance company.

These expressions,together 
with the strength developed by the seignior- 
uge bill, incline Messrs. Bland, Williams and 
their silver associates to give Congress one 
more chance to vote for unlimited silver 
coinage. 

In this connection the fact is being noted 
that about twenty-five Republican members 
are counted in favor of the selgniorage Dill. 
Some of them are outspoken in favor of fol- 
lowing up the measure with a free coinage 
bill. They reconcile this with their vote to re- 
peal the silver purchase clause of the Sher- 
man act by saying. that the latter law 
hoarded silver inthe Treasury, while a free 
Silver bill would seek to putthe metal or 
Certificates based on it in actual circulation. 

Representative Tracy of New York, one of 
the anti-silver leaders, says tiat a bill for 
unlimited coinage of silver could not pass 
the House, He points out that quitec num- 
ber efanti-silver Democrats, like Mr. Reilly 
of nsylvania, favor the seigniorage bill, 
because they think it wiil dispose of the 
Silver question for the next fite years at 
least. ethinks this feelingthat Congress 
is getting rid of the free silver question is one 
ofthe main reasons for the strength of the 
seignitorage bill. 

Nr. Bland’s free silver bill repeals that 
portion of the act of 1883 which prohibits the 
coinage of standard silver dollars.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—The House 
Committee on Appropriations has tacked a 
clause toa bill which i!t recently reported, 
which, if the bill passes, will take the con- 


trolof National foldiers’ homes from the 
Board of Managers aid piace them entirely 
under the control of the War Department. 

The bill proposes to amend sec, 4,.8840f the 
revised statutes, under which the .oard of 
Mahavers have had full control of the na- 
tional homes for nearly thirty years, So that 
the members of the board shall be reqnireda 
to make an annual report to the Secretary of 
War and repealing ‘‘all laws or parts of laws 
that reguire the board to audit and examine 
or authenticate the accounts ofthe Treasur. 
er and visit the homes guarterly.’’

BAILROADS UNDER RECEIVERS. 


A Movement on Foot to Secure an In- 
vestigation by Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—There isa 
movement tourge upon the Judiciary Com- 
mittee to make an investigation of the man- 
agement of railroads under receivers ap- 
pointe? by the Federal Courts. So many 
complications have arisen lately, as the sys- 
tem of receivership vontrol has spread, that 
the matter has been brought before the com- 


mittee in several of its phases. 

Recentiy Gov. Tillman of South Carolina 
memorialized Congress on this subject, 
stating his troubles with the rallroads 
which run through his State, growing out 
the refusais of the receivers to pay state 
taxes andthe absence of legal machinery 
through which he could fofce them todo so, 
as they were nominally the agent of the 
Federal courts, which appointed them, and 
only through those courts could he have 
brought action. ‘lhe Tillman memorial was 
very bitter against the Judges of the United 
States courts andthe Supreme Court itself, 
accusing them of partiality toward the ralil- 
road corporations and against their ‘credl- 
tors. 

Gov. Tillman addressed the committee on 
the subject and two Dills are vefore it. ‘This 
week the Judiciary Commnpiittee bas up the 
McGann resolution for an investigation of 
the action of Judge Jenkins in enjoining the 
employes of the Northern Pacific from a 
Strike. This resolution was the result of a 
shower of protests and petitions sentto the 
Comium@litte@on Labor by the labor organiza- 
tions, and thereis nodoubt that the more 
recent order of Judye Dundy against the men 
of the Union PacMic, coupled with his order 
for salaries of $18,000to be paid to the five | 
receivers of the road, Will probably be called 
to the attention of Congress from the same 
sources. 

Representative McGann has not decided to 
introduce a second resolution foran inquiry 
into the Dundy case, as lhe thinks the decis- 
lon upon the Jenkins case will establisha 
precedent, and, moreover, he is hopefu! 
that action will 0e taken for an inquiry covy- 
ering the whole ground of the management 
of rallroads in the hands of receivers in 
which even the minor investigations will not 
be necessary. Mr. McGann says that itis 
evident that grave abuses are incident to 
the system of ‘‘friendly’’ receivers for 
railroads and thinks that Congress should 
make some definite utterarce on the system 
and that the powers of United States courts 
aswell astherights of organized working- 
men should be understood. The right of 
labor to organize, he says, was recognized 
incidentally by the interstate Commerce act 
randhe thinks this right has been infringed 
upon by Judges Jenkins and Duaody. 

An influence which tends to restrain the 
Committee on Judiciary from reviewing the 
actions of the courts unnecessarily is that 
the judiciary is a co-ordinate branch of govy- 
ernment, Its members hesitate to take any 
action which might 100K like tnterference by 
one branch of the government with the func- 
tions of another.
